The Marble Swindle. 

The July number of the North American 
Review contains an article by Davi A. 
Wirts on The Meaning of Revenue Re- 
form.” The article should be widely and 
carefully read. It is written by a man who 
is not only intimately and thoroughly ac- 
quainted with his subject, but by one who 
writes in the spirit of a philosopher and a 
patriot, and not in the spirit of a doctrin- 
naire ora partisan. The efforts of sueh 

men assist their readers in arriving at true 
principles; they do not lead us astray; they 
give us sound and reliable information and 
then leave us to draw our own conclusions. 

At present we are chiefly interested in 
that part of Mr. Wr article which 
describes the marble swindle. But before 
writing of that matter we may remark that 
Mr. WIA article shows with irre- 
sistible force, to use his own’ di- 
rect and emphatic ~ that 
‘the existing» financial system and, the 
financial management ‘or policy of the 
present Government is not what it should 
be; not in harmony with the interests and 
necessities of the whole country, and not 
at all in acrord with the experience and re- 
quirements of the most advanced civiliza- 
tion; and, also, that at present there is 
neither good sense nor sound judgment 
displayed in the management of our fiscal 
affairs; and, further, that under the pres- 
ent administration all attempts to insure 


Our readers may remember that we took 
occasion a few months ago to point out the 
freud which had been perpetrated by Con- 
gress in changing the duty on marble from 
a just. and equal taxinto a law for the 
special benefit and protection of the Easte 
ern manufacturers, aud to the special vexa- 
tion and injury of those in this part of the 
country. The law has done its evil work 
most effectually. The development 
and prosperity of the marble trade 
in the Southwest have received 
u severe and sudden check, and what we 
have lost the Eastern monopolists have 
gained. Nor is, this all; the Government 
loses revenue by the change, and consum- 
ers pay dearer for their marble. 

We are heartily glad Mr. WELLSs has 
given this subject a place in his valuable 
article. There may be some chance now for 
the sufferers to get a hearing, and perhaps 
redress, at the handsof Congress. At all 
events a Congress devoted to revenue re- 
form, which we are bound to have before 
long, will not treat their petitions with 
silence and contempt. 

Mr. WEIIs thus describes the marble 
swindle. We beg our readers to notice 
that this is one of the tariff reforms which 
Mr. NgepsaM asks the public to place 
to the credit of the Republican party. 
An unbiased mind would characterize it as 
anact of shameful deformity. The pro- 
ceeding was accomplished in this wise: 

„Previous to January 1, 1871, marble 
was admitted ata duty of from 80 to 70 
percent., and for certain purposes manu- 
facturers consider Italian marble indis- 
pensable. The importation, which is 
large, is generally in the form of huge 
blocks, which are sawed and cut in this 
country to any shape or pattern that may 
be desired. But the manufacturerswf the 
West found that it was a matter of great 
expense and difficulty to move large 
blecks of .foreign marble inland. 
ard 80, until within the last 
few. months, they have been in the habit of 
importing their marble in slabs, which 
cou'd then be transported inland by way of 
the Mississippi and other Western rivers at 
small expense; and a very considerable bust 
ness in the way of importing and rework- 


had sprung up in the West and Southwest, 
particularly at Louisville and St. Louis. 
But this independence Eastern manu- 
facturers were not disposed to tolerate, and 
accordingly measures were taken during 
the year 1870 to put an end to it, by raising 
the duties, not on marble in huge, unwieldy 
blocks, such as could be easily brought into 
New York and Philadelphia, but upon 
warble in smaller blocks and slabs. Meet- 
ings of those interested were accord- 
ingly held, and testimony can be ad- 
duced showing that statements were 
openly made that the ‘thing was going to 
be done, end ‘that any reasonable amount 
of money would be raised to help etiect 
the increase of duties, if it should be found 
necessary.” The duties were accordingly 
raiged, and made for all practical purposes 
absolutely prohibitive, and by the follow- 
ing ingenious phraseology, which none but 
an expert can interpret: [We omit the 
clause for the reason that it is too intricate 
and technical to be readily understood by 
the uninitiated reader.—Editor Courmnr- 
JOURNAL.] The result of the passage of 
this act was that seventy-five men were 
at once thrown out of employment at Lou- 
isville, and an equal number at St. Louis, 
the whole current of the Southwestern 
trade interrupted, and large investments 
of capital rendered useless. 

Mertality, however, the case is worse, 
and more damaging to the Congress that 
voted the law than Mr. WEIL s has statedd it. 

Before the tariff was changed, marble in 
blocks and marble in slabs were admitted 
at a uniform rate of duty. At first, and 
for some time, this made no difference: to 
the Eastern importer. No concorn in the 
West had yet begun to import, the trade of 
the entire country being supplied by the 
New York importers. These importers 
are also owners of extensive mills provided 
with machinery to saw the large blacks 
into shapes and sizes suitable for inland 
transportation. Hence they brought their 
maible from Europe in huge blocks, and 
the marble that was used in the West came 
from these large factories.

mate advantages. The case is a striking 
illustration of the frnits which are pro- 
duced by freedom of trade: Under the 
old tariff all sections were placed 
upon an equal ‘footing so far as the trade 
in marble was concerned. 

But the Eastern manufacturers .viewed 
with a jealous eye the growth of a rival 
interest in the West. In consequence they 
were losing year by year a larger portion of 
the Western and Southern trade, and it 
began to be startlingly apparent that in a 
few years, unless something was done to 
arrest the business, the »whole country 
West of the mountains would procure. its 
supply of marble by means of direct trade 
with Europe. And why not if by ao doing: 
we save money 

But a remedy was found. In this coun- 
try we have an immense maching called 
the tariff, with which those who have the 
running of it are enabled® to a¢complish 
wonders. All chat was needed was to at- 
tach anew wheel to this machine. Thus 
a paternal Government and a supple Ways 
and Means Committee added a new marbie 
clause to the tariff, and the business was 
done.

BEAUTY IN THE HEAVENS. 
The Brilliant Electric 4 of 1 
7 Night. 

The storm of yesterday evening, what with its 
magnificent electric display, was one of the most 
remarkable ever witnessed in this latitude, It 
was brewing all the afternoon, and finally burst 
about six O clock in a fearful tempest of wind, 
rain, and hail: It continued for three or four 
hours, and, although no damage was done‘as yet re- 
ported, it will be remembered by all who witness- 
ed itas terrible in its intensity and approaching 
the sublime in its progress. The heavens were, 
during ita entire continuance, literally one sheet 
of flemé@, with intervalq so slightly marked 
by length of duration at least that they 
scarcely seemed intervals. The air 
waa surcharged with electricity, and 
the display against the dark background 
of the heavens was magnificent in its brilliancy. 
One noticeable peculiarity wasthe breaking into 
a thousand corruscations of the ends of the 

lances of lightning, making the resem- 
blance to the common rocket sub lime in its mag- 
nitude. The flashes took on a thousand shapes. 
Now four in parallel lines lighted up the whole 
northern front of the night, succeeded by what 
seemed a dozen on the second, traversing in zig 
zag lines the southern background. Again a bril 
liant une would start from the very herizon to 
the zenith of the night, leap at right angles half 
way across the face of the- heavens and then to 
the earth seemingly, the horizon forming a bas 
toaperfect square. And so illustrations might 
be mul iplied. The display was one not to be 
forgotten by such as had the good fortune to wit- 
ness it, and probably has been surpassed by noth- 
ing of its kind in this section for many years,
